center o f this city. 
The hill to p co m­ 
mands Xo chimllco and 
Tlalpam, two 
suburbs, and has been fo rtified by the 
rebels, who are suppo sed to be a part 
o f the fo rces o f Emiliano Zapata. Fed­ 
eral fo rces have been sent fro m the 
military po st at Tlalpam to dislo dge 
them. 
Zapatista rebels have captured Sn 
Juan de Punta, a to wn o f 1,500 inhabi­ 
tants in the state o f Vera Cruz, and ex­ 
ecuted the mayo r and the president o f 
the to wn co uncil.
